OHLBAHB, September G.—The 


Louisiana State Board of Health kept 
faith with her flieter bodies of the south 
and the rest of the country thia after- 
noon when It made official announce- 
ment, aa the result oi a careful autopsy, 
that Raoul Gelpi, 13 years of age, had 
died of yellow fever. Gelpi waa the aon 
of prominent people here and had been 
spending some time at Ocean HpringB, 
when ho wna taken down with fever and 
brought home here. Soon after arriving, 
despite tho be9tol medical attendance, 
he died. 


Dr.Theard, tlio pliyeicinn in charge, 


immediately report?-.! to tho board of 
health and expressed the opinion that 
tho death was duo lo yellow fever. Tliie 
afternoon an autopsy proved that Dr. 
Theard'a idon of yellow fever was cor- 
rect. Steps wuro promptly taken to 
prevent u, upmidol the disease. AB tho 
case wftfl onu of importation the doctors 
expressed coiiliileuco that they would bo 
able to chuck Uio spread of the disease. 


Tho doatb of young Gelpi naturally 


caused no liltle excitement in tho city 
omone tho lay public, Physicians, how- 
ever, expruHeed no apprehension and 
state their bulicf that it WRH quite poa- 
aiblo to arrest a upread of the fever. 
The board during the dny had ordered ft 
rigid quarantine iinaiimt nil points on 
the gulf coast, and had taken every 
precaution to guard against the entry 
into the city of any person from Ocean 
Spring H.
